And altho the ſame 1s provided agnnlt by che Laws and Seatutcs of this Realm, 
and certain Penalcics arc thereby 11;{1 cted upon I can{oretlors, yet the fame are q 
lictle obſerved thro the remiſs Execution of the fd Laws; And Men thro Impunity preſume to | 
employ and miſpend their Time on that Day in ſuch Publick-Houſcs, which ought to be enwloyed 
in God's Publick Worſhip and Service,or privatc\cts of Piety and Devotion,as the Chrittian Relivion 
requires, and the ſaid Laws enjoyn. Wheretorc to the end, That as much as in me lics(with the hclp 
and concurrence of You and thic reit of my Breechren the A/lermen) the ſaid Laws may bc better ob- & 
ſerved, and that looſe Practice prevented within this City and the Liberties thereof; Theſe arcinThcir 
Majeſty's name,todefice and requircYou,to take all poſlible care within y our Ward (withthe afliftance | 
of your Deputy and Common Council Men,and the ſeveral Conſtables and Churchwardens in Your Ward, 'Y 
whom You are to call betore You tor that purpoſe, and give them a itrict Charge in this behalf,That 
the Lord's Day may for the future be more Religiouſly and Duly obferved,and all Perfons deterred 
from the Protanation thereof, by the ſtrict and conſtant Executon of the Laws againſt Oflenders; 
And that you charge and enjoyn the reſpective Conſtables and Churchwardens duly every Lord's Day, 
frequently in the Day-time and 1n che Evening,to fearc!1 all Publick Houlcs (as well Coftee-Houtes 
as others) and where they had any Perfors tipling therein, that they take and ſer down their Names 
and Places of Abode, and from time to tirac cerufic Me (or fome other Jultice of the Peace for this 
City) thereof; As alſo of the Houſekeeper whoſhill hat boaur them ; Thar the Penalties by Law in 
that caſe appointed may be duly and impartially lI:vied,both upon che Perſons tipling and alfo the | 
Houſekeeper z Which (the Offence being ſeen by a Jultice of Peace, or proved before him by Two 
Witneſſes) is Three ſhillings Four pence to be paid by every Perſon ſo unduly tipling, and Ter ſhillings 
by the Houſekeeper, for the Poor of the Pariſh where ſuch Offence 1s commureed , (to be levied by 
the Conſtable or Charchwardens by Diltreſs,it not paid within Six days:) And the Conflables and Church- 
wardens, for not doing their Duty there1n, arc to forteit Forty /hillings, to be levied by a Warrance 
from a Juſtice of Peacc,for the uſe of the ſaid Poor ; Which Penaltics arc thought fic to be here ſer 
down, in order to the better putting the Laws in Execution. And Youare alſo co cauſe Your Beadle, 
to give Notice toall Alchouſe and Coffechoule- keepers within Your Ward, That (befideslevying 
upon them theaforeſaid Penalty of Zen ſhillings tor every Offence) they mult expeet to be fap- 
preſſed, and have their Licenſes taken from them, in caſe they ſhall for the fucure permit Company 
co ſittipling in their Houſes on the Lerd's. Day : And You arc defired trequently to fend for the ſaid 
Conftables and Churchwardens, and cxamine their Performance therein, and to take care that ſuch as 
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? You ſhall find Remiſs may undergo the Penalcy of the Law. Herein Your cfpecial Care is required,
